There i# no doubt that eager efforts
wlll be made by archacologists to ob-
taln further slgnificant relles from Its
gite. Those that have already been
brought to light by the agents of the
Palestine BExploration Fund may justly
be regarded as Invalunble, There ls
abundant ground for the belief that
Gezer was the chief elty of the Canaan-
ites. It seems to have been the cen-
tral town of the Philistines when Da-
vid made war upon them.

HISTORY OF LEAD PENCILS.

Used in a Primitive Form Back in
the Middle Ages.

It is dlffienlt to determine the exact
period In which “black lead" was first
utilized as an instrumwent for writing
or drawing, us It bas lwen confused
with other mineral bodies to which it
bears no relation, The anclents used
lead, but the metal was formed {uto
flat plates and the edges of these plates
used to make the wurk, If an oros-
menetal design was desired the tran
sceriber drew paraliel lipes aod traced
thelr Nluminated deslgns, wusually
with a hard polot, but also with soft
lead. That lead was ktown to the an-

During the year 1045 there was n
deseription of the black lead pencll
writton by Conriud Gesper. Ile says
that pieces of plumbago were fastened
In o wooden handle snd g mixture of
fossi] substanee, sometimes covered
with wood, was wsed for writing and
drawing. About balf a century later
a good account of thls mineral was
glyven, awd It was then used in Italy
for drawing and mixed with clay for
manufacturing crucibies.  We are in-
formed In Beckman's “History of In-
ventlons” that the pencils first used
in Italy for drawing were composed
of a mixture of lead and tin, nothing
more than pewter. This pencil
